In response to the Advisory Action dated January 31, 2006, Applicant herewith files a 
Request for Continued Examination (RCE). An original copy as well as a duplicate copy of the 
RCE transmittal form (PTO/SB/30) is submitted herewith. 

In the Advisory Action, the Examiner has indicated that the period for reply expires 3 
months from the mailing date of the final rejection by checking box (a) under box 1.
